BLIND LOBBYIST. 


Rhode Island’s Chief Execu- 
tive Tries to Drive Repub- 
lican Boss from the 
Statehouse. 


HIS DESK THERE YEARS. 


Scorching Invective Against the 


Paid Agent of Corporation, 
Who Rules Legislature 
Like a Master. 


Providence, R. I., March &—f[Special.]}— 
Gov. Higgins today made a sensational move 
in his fight to drive Gen. Charles R. Brayton, 
the “blind republican boss” and the paid 
lobbyist of the corporations, out of the state- 
house. ; 

The governor denounces Brayton as a 
“nuisance,”’ a “scandal,” a “ degenerate,”’ 
and says, in s0 many words, that he “ misap- 
propriated public funds of the United States.”’ 

For years Brayton has occupied an office 
in the statehouse in the rooms alloted to the 
high sheriff. 

From this office the blind bose dictates leg- 
islation, issues orders to members. of the 
house and senate, packs primaries, controls 
conventions, and ‘‘runs”’ the republican 
party. 

Gov Higgins, known as the “‘ boy govern- 
or’’—he is only 80 years old—has repeatedly 
denounced Brayton as the paid agent of the 
corporatione. 


Governor Forces a Crisis. 

Ever since his election Gov. Higgins has 
tried to drive Brayton from the capitol. So far 
he has been defied. Today he addressed a 
stinging letter to Hunter C. White, high 
sheriff, demanding im the name of the peo- 
ple of Rhode Island that the blind boss be 
compelled to vacate his quarters in the 
sheriff's office. The letter is as follows: 

“The people of Rhode Island have toler- 
ated Boss Brayton and his brazen arrogance 
as long as they should. ,The time at last has 
arrived when patience no longer is a virtue, 
and when in deference to an aroused and in- 
dignant sentiment throughout the state this 
man should be expelled from the capitol. 

“To none is his conduct know better than 
to you. Year in, year out he has occupied 
and used your office for his vile purposes 
with your knowledge and consent. 


“Nuisance and a Degenerate.’’ 

* Another reason for my demand ie that 
you have no right to encourage a common 
nuisance on state property. Brayton un- 
questionably ig a common nuisance. You 
know the man’s degenerate character better 
than Ido. You know that he is unfit to hold 
public office, or to be entrusted with any 
honorable duty. You know the last federal 
office he held was surrendered by him in dis- 
grace and by compulsion. You know he mis- 
appropriated public funds of the United 
States while postmaster of the city of Provi- 
dence. You know also the disgraceful scan- 
dals attached to his administration of the 
office of chief of the state police, Yet you 
daily parade him in the statehouge in the 
eyes of the public as master of your room 
there. 

“You know further it is matter of com- 
mon knowledge that Brayton’s scandalous 
lobbying has been practically his only busi- 
ness for the last quarter of a century, and 
that, although nominally a lawyer, he never 
was engaged in the real practice of his pro- 
fession, but has been content to acquire a 
bucrative existence from the fees*he has 
wheedled and whipped out of seekers for 
legislation and office.” 


Picks Up the Gauntlet. 

After scoring the sheriff for his inactivity 
in the matter, he continues: 

“The gauntlet has been thrown down to 
me by both you and Brayton with a spirit 
of insolent defiance, but I shall not hesitate 
to pick it up, not in a spirit of pugnacity, 
but with a firm determination that the right 
of our people to have their public places kept 
for proper purposes, free from scandals and 
nuisances, moral, political, and otherwise, 
shall be vindicated once for all. 

“In the name, therefore, of the decent 
citizenship of this commonwealth, I demand 
that you clean this moral and political pest 
of your office. In the name of common civil- 
ized virtue I demand that you no longer 
persist in allowing a part of this capitol to 
be used ag headquarters for a notorious lob- 
byist. JaMEes H. HIGGINS, 

* Governor.” 

Sheriff White had nothing to say when 
questioned concerning the matter tonight, 
and Brayton pleaded indisposition when a 
reporter called. 


Oareer of the Blind Boss. 

iver since the civil war Brayton has been 
the controlling influence in Rhode Island pol- 
ftics. He is blind, is 67 years old, and 
was born of a distinguished Rhode Island 
family. He had finished two years of a col- 
lege course at Brown university when the 
civil war began. He entered the union army 
as a lieutenant of artillery, was promoted to 
a captaincy, and later brevetted a brigadier 
general. 

After the war Brayton was postmaster of 
Providence from 1874 to 1880. During those 
years he developed his genius for political 
management. Gradually he became the boss 
of the republican party of Rhode Island, and 
until Gov. Higgins began his campaign to 
drive him from the statehouse his rule was 
never challenged. His blindness is the result 
of a cataract. 

Has Office in Capitol. 

Since the completion of the new statehouse 
Brayton has had a desk in the office allotted 
to the high sheriff of Providence county. 
From the office he has controlled republican 
politics in Rhode Island—manipulated con- 
ventions, traded delegates, named candidates, 
and dictated platforms. 

When the legislature has been in session 
Brayton has directed legislation, decided 
what bills should pass and what bilis should 
be killed. 

Few members of the legislature dreamed of 
disobeying Brayton’s orders or questioning 
his authority. The few who dared to disobey 
were swiftly punished. 

Brayton made his job pay. Ostensibly he 
is a lawyer. His*sole income, however, is 
his retainers from big corporations who are 
interested in having bills passed or killed, 
as the case may be. 
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PARIS IN ‘DARKNESS: STRIKE 


Electric Plants’ Employes Walk 
Out Suddenly in a Body. 


ENTIRE CITY IS TIED UP. 


Theaters and Stores Close, and Presi- 
dent Suffers, Too.

PARIS, March 8.—Paris is in almost utter 

darkness tonight as the result of a strike 
by employés of all the electrical plants, 
Cafés, hotels, apartment houses, the homes 
of the rich, and the abodes of the poor are 
illuminated only by the flickering light of 
candles and lamps. It is the most complete 
tieup the French capital ever has known, 
used, though it is, to stubborn labor con- 
flicts. 

Almost all the theaters, including the 
opera and other of the subsidized houses, 
were compelled to put up announcements 
that there would be no performances and 
that the money would be refunded at the 
doors. Only four of the minor variety halis 
were open. 

Department Stores in Darkness, 
The big department stores were hurriedly 

emptied of shoppers and employés. Most of 
them, especially those in the center of Paris, 
are without gas service. Candles and lamps 
hurriedly procured served to light employés 
and patrons out of the shops. 

The prefecture of police, the buildings of the 
various ministries, and the public institutions 
also were without light. Even the Elysée 
palace was temporarily thrown into dark- 
ress. The senate and the chamber of depu- 
ties are provided with gas pipes, so their work 
went on. 

A delegation, including a number of depu- 
ties, called on Premier Clemenceau at a late 
hour. The prenmiler promised to bring in a 
regiment of soldiers from Versailles to re- 
place the strikers, but it would appear that 
he later decided not to take this step, for no 
orders were sent to Versailles. On the con- 
trary, Premier Clemenceau expressed his de- 
termination to use every effort to overcome 
the strike by concillatory means. He prob- 
ably will have an interview with the strikers’ 
delegates during tonight or early tomorrow 
morning. 


M. 0. Plan Responsible. 

The causes of the strike are two—better 
hours and wages and the extension of the 
pension system partly established when 
Paris recently began te municipalize the 
dghting plants. 

The failure of municipal ownership ie di- 
rectly responsible for the state of affairs. 

The strikers tonight showed themselves as 
strongly in favor of taking over the electric 
lighting plants by the various municipalities. 
This feeling is a direct outcome of the social- 
istic tendencies generally prevalent among 
the electrical workers. 

When at half past 5 o’clock the arc lamps 
on the boulevard failed to spring into life 
there was a moment of astonishment among 
the thousands gathered in the great artery 
of Paris. When the Temps and the Intransl- 
geant appeared a rush was made to obtain

news, but all that these papers pith 
tained was a short note to the effect that 
the employés at all Paris stations had de- 
cided to go on -etrike at 5 o’clock if their de- 
mands were not granted. When darkness 
fell, the boulevard was filled with cabs and 
omnibuses, which had to move cautiously, 
in semi-obscurity. 

Everybody waited for the second edition 
of the evening papers, and hawkers were 
asked for such late journals as the Presse 
and La Liberte, but they failed to appear, 
as both illuminating and motive power were 
unobtainable. 


Rush to Buy Candles. 

Then came a wild rush from all the cafes 
and restaurants to the nearest stores where 
candles and petroleum could be procured. 
The Grand Hotel alone bought candles by the 
thousands, By half past 6 o'clock the cafés 
were filled with the usual crowds, for I‘heure 
de l’'appertif dimly lighted with candles stuck 
in bottles. 

At first the Parisians accepted the situation 
with their usual lightness of heart. All kinds 
of jokes were cracked. The favorite jest 
seemed to be that the capital had lost its 
name of * ville lumiere,”’ but under the infiu- 
ence of the dismal illumination a feeling of 
depression arose. The Parisians wandered 
disconsolatey around the dark streets or sat 
moodily in the cafés, till one proprietor se- 
cured a lot of Chinese lanterns. Others fol- 
lowed suit. Soon the boulevard was alight 
with strings of gaudy lanterns. Then Paris- 
ian gayety revived. 

Strike Surprises Employers, 

A correspondent made a tour of Paris ati9 
o'clock. The first visit was to the Edison 
company office in the Rue de Valois, Not 
even the electric bell at the door was working. 
The manager and a few employés were found 
in the office lighted by a candle. 

“The strike has come as a complete eur- 
prise,’’ said the manager, ‘‘ Theexistence of 
the station at Halles is the cause of all the 
trouble. The men there have pensiong, a 
weekly day of rest, and all the advantages 
enjoyed by city officials. The present strike 
is not directed against the companies, but 
against the municipality.” 

Ai the offices of the Echo de Paris in the 
Place de l’Opera, the large editorial room 
was feebly lighted by half a dozen lamps and 
a score of candies. The editor said: 

“We are in search of a sixty horse power 
automobile to give the neceseary power. If 
we find one we can get the paper out, but we 
don’t know at what hour in the morning.” 


Figaro Deluged with Requests. 

The Matin was scouring the city to find ac- 
cumulators in the hope of being able to fill 
the cellar with them and get the linotypes in 
motion. The Figaro, which te in possession 
of its own power plant, was inundated wih 
requests: for help from other papers, but ald 
these requests Gaston Calmette was com- 
pelled to refuse. 

The Petit Temps, the late edition of the 
Temps, appeared as usualk At all the public 
offices oi] lamps of antique type were brought 
out from recesses, but it took time to induce 
them to work. At the Elysée similar condi- 
tions prevailed. The president himself was 
no better off than common mortals. 

The electricians intended to hold a general 
meeting at 9 o’clock, but were unable to be 
cause of the lack of light. 

The strike resulted in a serious inundation 
in the tunnel of the Paris subway system in 
course of construction on the south side of 
the Seine. The electric pumps ceased work- 
ing. More than twelve feet of water is in 
the subway. It is feared that the sides and 
roof of the tunnel will fall in. 3

Dump Refuse in River Despite Ordi- 
nance and Sanitary Board. 


Discarding ordinary methods of caring for 
political friends as too slow when a mayoralty 
election ig pending, Mayor Dunne had re- 
course to the telephone yesterday to rescue 
two incumbents of the administration’s pay 
roll from fines which a municipal judge in- 
aisted upon impoaing.

some prowess. Municipal Judge Frank P. 
Sadler, before whom the case of the city 
employés was heard, showed clearly what he 
thought of the proceeding. ..

Sanitary District Pushing Case. 

‘The case is one in which representatives 
of the sanitary district have fought for two 
weeks in the Municipal court to secure the 
enforcement of a city ordinance against 
dumping rubbish into the river. At each 
successive hearing of the case representatives 
of the corporation counsel’s office opposed the 
prosecution on technicalities and secured 
delay. 

John Wallace and Barney Fay, teamsters 
in the employ of the street cleaning depart- 
ment, were arrested by police of the sanitary 
district for dumping refuse into the river trom 
the approach to the Madison street bridge. 
when the case originally came up for hear- 
ing before Judge Sadler Assistant Corpora~ 
tion Counse) James Dooley announced that 
the city “ did not care to prosecute.” Frank 
Palt, a representative of the drainage board, 
was in court, however, with a power of at- 
torney from City Prosecutor Howard Taylor 
and insisted that the case be heard. 

The case was continued on the plea of the 
city’s representative and the situation was 
considered by Chief Justice Harry Olson. 


Fine of $2 on Hach Defendant. 

Yesterday morning, when the case was 
called, neither of the defendants wae in 
court. The representative of the corporation 
counsel's office, however, was on hand 
promptly, and Judge Sadler iaformed him 
that he intended to fine the men §2 each 
and costs. 

On receiving this information the repre- 
sentative of the corporation counsel's office 
left the courtroom hurriedly. Shortly after- 
ward the defendants appeared and the sen- 
tence was the men having 
waived a jury. 

Something less than ten minutes later the 
telephone at the “ desk’ of the 
street station rang briskly.

HINTS OF A SHORTAGE. 


New York Authorities Begin In- 
vestigation, but Progress -

New York, March 8.—[Special.]—Assistant 
District Attorney Manley, whois in charge of 
District Attorney Jerome's homicide bureau, 
started an investigation today into the death 
of Leonidas N. Preston at the Hotel Cum- 
berland late Thursday night...

Until Dr. O'Hanlon performed the autopsy 
today it was mot definitely known what 
caused Mr. Preston's death, although busi- 
ness friends of Mr. Preston, who had been 
called to the hotel by him and were waiting 
at the hotel office when he dropped dead in 
his room, insisted the circumstances were 
suspicious.

Preston had’swallowed a large quantity of 
prussic acid, taking it apparently in a drink 
of whisky. 

Mr. Prestom was interested in the Timken

Additional evidence that Preston may have 
committed guicide was furnished by his law- 
ver, Joseph A. Shay, after he had examined 
Preston's papers.. He said he had invested 
large sums of money in ventures which ap- 
parently had fallen through, that his ac- 
counts with the Timken and Hewitt com- 
panies had become involved. It is believed it 
was on this account that His business asso- 
clates went to see him on Thursday. 3 
Preston told Mr. Shay her husband had re- 
ceived word three weeks ago that Timken 
was coming from Canton to see him. Since 
that time, she said, his usual good nature 
had changed. He appeared dejected all day 

and wag unable to sleep at night. 

‘*‘In spite of the report that Mr. Preston 
was worth $3,000,000,’’ said Mr. Shay, “it 
books to me now as if he would leave his 
young wife destitute. In looking up his bank 
accounts I found he had a balance of-only $7 
in the Riverside bank.’’ 


Light on Business Affairs. 

Preston came here from Dallas, Tex., sey- 
eral years ago, shortly after the death of 
his first wife, a Texas woman. t that time 
Mr. Preston was well off. Here he became 
interested in the invention of William R. 
Timkens, an axie bearing, and went Anto 
business with Mr. Timken and others. Pres- 
ton was New York manager of the concern 
and held stock in the company. According 
to Lawyer Shay the business was a paying 
one and Preston, with others, made money. 
About two years. ago, the coroner heard, 
Mr. Preston met his second wife. He went 
into a Broadway department store one day 
to buy a pair of gloves. He liked the looks 
of a pretty girl who waited on him, Migs 
Anna Glennon, and not long afterward they 
were married. Mr. Preston had taken .out St. 
two life insurance policies, one for $200,000 
with his first wife as beneficiary, anl an- 
other for $10,000, which he had allowed to 
lapse. 
The Prestons had been living at the Hotel 
Cumberland, at Broadway and Fifty-fourth 
street, for about five months. Mr. Preston 
showed no evidences of ill health untf] re- 
cently. He was 46 years old, over six feet 
tall, and robust. He was devoted to his wife, 
the coroner was told, and was a man who 
attended strictly to business. 


Suffered Attack of Grip. 

About three weeks ago Mr. Preston went to 
New Orleans on a business trip. When he 
came back two weeks ago he was suffering 
with a sharp attack of grip: He called Dr. 
Minett, who cautioned him against going to 
work or taking up business worries before he 
fully recovered. Mrs. Preston told the cor- 
oner Dr. Millett specificlally warned Preston 
against having anything to do with business 
mattere until he was out of danger. 

While Preston and his wife were talking 
in their rooms about 10:30 o'clock Thursday 
night the telephone rang and the clerk in- 
formed Preston that Mr. Timkin, head of the 
exile concern and two of his associates down- 
stairs wanted to know if he felt well enough 
to see them. 

**Send them right up,.”’ Preston told the 
clerk. He turned to his wife and said: 
** Well, I guese 1 won't have to go to business 
after all.’’ 

It didn’t take more than two or three min- 
utes for the three men to reach Preston's 
rooms. When they walkedin they saw Pres- 
ton lying fully dressed across the bed. They 
saw instantly he was dead. Mrs. Preston at 
the moment was hysterical and unableto give 
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the boss. Ruef was taken into custody and 
for the first time was a prisoner of the,men 
who are working for his downfall. 


Capture a Sad Shock to Boss. 

Ruef, accompanied by Cerf, was. brought 
to the city by Burns and Biggy, and taken at 
once to the office of Assistant District At- 
torney Heney. 

Ruef was much chagrined at his arrest, as 
he had believed his attorneys able to post- 
pone action until his case could reach the 
Supreme court at: Washington. : 

Tonight Ruef was taken to a hotel and de- 
tained there over night. His captors declined 
to take Aim to jail on account of the intimate 
political and friendly relations existing be- 
tween the sheriff and the prisoner. Ruef will 
be ‘taken to Justice Dunne’s court in the 
morning. 

This morning Sheriff O'Neil and Coroner 
Walsh confessed to Judge Dunne their ina- 
bility to find and arrest Ruef and bring him 
into court. It was then that W. J. Biggy,a 
local business man, was delegated to discover 
the whereabouts of the boss and take him into 
custody. 

The order appointing Biggy as made out 
by Judge Dunne conferred upon him author- 
ity to deputize as many other persons as he 
may require to help him prosecute the search 
for the missing boss; and, as the charge is a 
felony charge, he may use “ all force neces- 
sary’ to effect Ruef's arrest. 

‘If I can find him,” said Biggy, immediate- 
ly after he had been sworn in, *‘ I will bring 
him here. That much you may count on.” 


His Lawyer Ordered to Cell. 

The capture of Ruef was not the only sen- 
sational development in today’s proceedings. 
Samuel W. Shortridge, attorney of record 
fer Ruef, incurred a severe rebuke from 
Judge Dunne this morning during an exam- 
ination by Assistant District Attorney Heney 
into the incompetency of Coroner Walsh, ap- 
pointed by the court as substitute for the 
disqualified sheriff, O'Neil, to ‘“ locate and 
arrest ’’ the indicted politician. 

Shortridge persisted in an effort to enter 
objection to a question put by Heney, and 
would not be silenced by the court, who final- 
ly adjudged him guilty of contempt and sen- 
tenced him to twenty-four hours’ imprison- 
ment in the county jall. 

The attorney, however. escaped immediate 
incarceration by applying to the District 
Court of Appeals for a writ of habeas corpus, 
on the ground that no contempt had been 
committed. The ordering of Shortridge to 
jail caused a sensation in the city. 


Legislature Turns Against Him. 
Boss Ruef’s vanishing act resulted in the 
defeat of the change of venue bill offered in 
the legislature to permit the boss to select his 
own trial judge. 


He pleaded pathetically that women ought 
not to be brought into contact with the im- 
‘morality of politics, ‘‘ where sincerity of pur- 
‘pose is impossible, the calls of party loyalty 
and the security of one’s seat compel men to 
shirk issues and tell only half the truth. 

** Don't,”’ he pleaded, * let us bring women 
into such an arena as this.”’ 


Woman to Command Fleet. 

John Massie contended that if women were 

enfranchised they soon would claim minis- 

* terial office. They might not, perhaps, see 
‘a woman commanding the Channel squadron, 
but what was to prevent there being a “ first 
lady of the admiralty,’ sending out squad- 
rons. Women, he declared, were not fitted 
to command. 

William Cremer protested that inasmuch 
as woman already ruled the world by: rocking 
the cradle, she ought not to want more. 

William Redmond in a fiery peroration up- 
holding the bill exclaimed: 

“No. community of men has the right to 
Geprive any section of God’s creatures of 
their votes.” 

The possibilities of the extension of the 
franchise thus opened caused the members 
of the house to shout with hilarity. 


Finally Talked to Death. 

At 4:55 o'clock W. Dickinson moved the 
closure, but the speaker called upon John 
David Rees, member from Montgomery, lib- 
eral, to continue the debate. 

Mr. Rees cited the widespread opinion 
‘among the orientals that the British were a 
mighty race, with a disposition toward 
lunacy. He asked if the house was prepared 
to confirm that opinion by passing the bill. 

At 4:58 o'clock Mr. Dickinson again moved 
the closure, and the speaker again refused 
to entertain it. 

For a third time Mr. Dickinson arose for 
the purpose of renewing his motion, but the 
speaker replied that the member from Mont- 
‘gomery was in possession of the floor. 

Rees, who is opposed to woman suffrage. 
thereupon talked the bill out. The house 
‘adjourned at 5:04 o'clock. This kills the 
Dill for this session.

Death under the hoofs of a plunging horse 
was the price paid yesterday by Mrs. Rose 
Matmore for the indulgence of a crowd of 
schoolboys of their desire to have some 
**fun.”’ The loss of their mother is the pen- 
alty imposed en the woman's seven orphaned 
children. 

An unbroken colt owned by William Dory, 
a stockman, living at 5748 Princeton avenue, 
hitched to a ‘‘ breaking’’ cart, was tied in 
front of a saloon at 5800 Union avenue while 
the owner was inside the place. 

A number of boys from the Dewey schoo] 
noticed the nervousness of the animal, and 
began shouting and throwing sticks at it to 
‘‘ see him kick.”’ At last the horse broke the 
hitching strap and dashed through the crowd 
of boys, running north into the alley, between 
Union avenue and Halsted street. 


Woman Trampled to Death. 

Mrs. Matmore was crossing the street at 
the mouth of the alley on Fiftieth place on 
her way home when the plunging horse 
emerged from the alley. One of the shafts 
of the cart struck the woman and bore her 
to the ground, where she was trampled on 
by the horse and run over by the wheels of 
the cart. i 

Persons in the street rushed to her assist- 
ance and a physician was summoned imme- 
diately. The injured woman was picked up 
and taken to a nearby drug store, but died 
before medical aid could reach her. 

The police of the Stockyards station re- 
moved the body to the woman's home, 830 
West Fifty-first street, where an inquest will 
be held this morning. 

The horse after trampling Mrs. Matmore 
continued to run through the alley north of 
Fiftieth place until it dashed up the sand 
embankment of the Grand Trunk railroad 
tracks at Forty-ninth street, where it fell 
and was caught by a flagman. 


Puts Blame on Boys. 

The police questioned Dory about the acci- 
dent, but he was not held, it having beer 
proved that he tied the animal securely when 
leaving it. He said the horse never would 
have broken the strap had not the boys 
frightened it into frenzy. 

Search was begun for the boys whose ac- 
tion resulted in the accident, but as they fled 
as soon as the horse started to run away 
little hope is entertained that their identity 
will be discovered.

HUSBAND DEAD FOUR DAYS; 
POLICE FAIL TO TELL WIFE. 


Body of Jacob Jacobson, with Papers in 
Garments, Lies in the Morgue 
Threugh Negligence. 


An example of police negligence was 
brought to Hight last night in the failure to 
notify Mrs. Mary Jacobson that her husband, 
Jacob Jacobson, 45 years old, member of the 
firm of Egan & Jacobson, painting contrac- 
tors, 182 North Elizabeth. street, had been 
dead for four days. The body was lying on 
a siab In Rolston’s morgue on Wabash ave- 
nue, although cards bearing the firm name 
and address were found in his pockets, ac- 
cording to police messages sent to all sta- 
tions. 

Mrs. Jacobson, nearly disiracted with ap- 
prehension at her hugband’s mysterious dis- 
appearance, only learned of his death when 
she went to-the East Chicago avenue police 
station last night to report.the disappearance 
and ask the aid of the police in finding him. 

Sergeant Carey, to whom she told-her story, 
remembered the message of the “* unidenti- 


fied ’’ man at Roilston’s morgue, and upon in- F 


vestigation verified the description given him 
by Mrs. Jacobson with that contained in the 
police message. The woman went to the 
morgue and there completed the identifica- 
tion. She bitterly arraigned the laxity of po- 
lice methods that failed to follow up the 
clew contained on the cards found in her 
husband's clothes. 

Jacobson dropped dead Monday night in 4 
saioon at 67 Randolph street, a few hours 
after he had left his residence to accompany 
a friend to the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad depot. His body was taken to the 
morgue by the police of the Central detail 
police station. 

Officials of the West Chicago avenue police 
station, in whose precinct the Jacobson home 
is, last night declared that they were not 
requested to aid in the identification by the 
Central detail police.

Several dentists yesterday told a jury in 
Judge Gibbons’ court that $20 an hour for 
the services of a dentist was not an exorbi- 
tant charge. The jury is listening to testi- 
mony in a suit brought against Prince Nich- 
olas W. Engalitcheff, Russian vice consul in 
Chicago, and his ‘wife by Dr. Lee K. Stewart 
for $228. 

Prince Engalitcheff was not In court, but 
was represented by Attorney E. E. Grav.

Dr. H. H. Schumann, with offices tn the 
Columbus Memorial bullding, testified in be- 
half of Dr. Stewart. He said that Dr. Stew- 
art’s services to the prince were worth more 
than the amount being sued for. : 

“Doctor,” asked Attorney Gray, “ is $25 a 
reasonable charge for putting in a porcelain 
crown on the second upper bicuspid?” 

“Yes,’’ replied Dr. Schumann. “I have 
charged twice, as much,’’ 

“Can you tell me the names of any person 
who paid $50 for that kind of work?” asked 
the lawyer. 

“Yes,” answered the witness, “that 
amount I received from several lawyers.”’ 

The hearing will be resumed this morning. 


FIRE INJURES COLLEGE HALL. 


Damage of $10,000 Results When 
Phosphorus Is Spilled in North- 
western University Laboratory. 


Science hall of Northwestern university 
wae threatened by fire for the third time 
since March 1 yesterday, when a blaze be- 
lieved to have been caused by phosphorus 
accidentally spilled on the floor in the labora- 
tory started 

The fire was discovered by a student, who 
sent in an alarm. When the first detach- 
ment of firemen reached the building the 


fear of the fire spreading to the main part 


of the structure caused them to summon all 
the available fire apparatus in the district. 
After an hour of hard work the firemen con- 
fined the blaze to the wing, which is a two 
story and basement brick structure. The 
damage to the building and contents ie es- 
timated at §10,000. 

Prof. A. Young was the last to leave the 
wing where the blaze was discovered. He 
told the firemen he believed that some of the 
phosphorus which had been previously 
spilled had fallen under the flooring and had 
set fire to the building.

Buckingham’s Final Appeal. 

Mr. Davis was under fire all day from tht 
oratory of the state lawyers. In his closing 
appeal to the court tonight Attorney Buck- 
ingham summed the situation up in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

“It was not the construction of the Iro- 
quois theater, your honor, that caused the 
bitter sacrifice of 506 lives in the fire. It was 
not the plans. It was the failure of the man- 
ager to carry on the business in a legitimate 
manner. It was his failure to provide the 
first necessities for the safety of ‘life de- 
manded by the city of Chicago. , 

* That is why we are here. These things 
clearly are within the observation of a mas- 
ter of years ofexperience. Yet the laws were 
violated. For greed the fundamental! princi- 
ples of safety were forgotten. 

** The principle of the case is unassailable. 
That ordinance is valid. In view of the 
power which the state intended to give to the 
city, the power to safeguard human life, in 
view of the awful importance of the case and 
of the tremendous principle involved, it Isa 
travesty on justice to say that the ordinance 
does not create a duty. 

“Frame us a ship as beautiful as any that 
evet sailed the seas. Invite the 1,600 to come 
aboard. Sail on tonight over the seas. of 
death, and you, Mr. Captain, without any 
life preservers! Is not that master responsi- 
ble before God and man?” ' 

As Mr. Buckingham spoke the 
“you, Mr. Captain,’’ he pointed to the white 
haired defendant sitting behind the bulwark 
of lawyers and law books. Mr. Davis gripped 
the arms of his chair and his throat moved 
convulsively. 


Ghost Feature in Case. 

An old soldie” in faded blue, his face framed 
in ragged white hair, mumbled toothlessly 
to a neighbor that he hoped that man would 
go free. At that moment a subterranean 
knocking was heard in the courtroom, It 
continued for some time and Judge saim- 
brough finally asked the bailiff to find out 
what it was. 

“It is ghosts of the Iroquois dead knock- 
ing at the iron gates of justice,’ said one of 
the lawyers for the state. 

The arguments of the state were more at 
length than had been anticipated. State’s 
Attorney Keesler took up all the morning 
reading authorities to combat those cited by 
Mr. Mayer. When court opened Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barbour headed the pro- 
cession of satellites carrying law books. The 
table for the prosecuting attorneys was bur- 
fed in books. 

“We will beat them,”’ said Mr. Barbour, 
‘for we have three more books than they 
brought into court.”’ 

Judge Kimbrough gave minute attention 
to every point, frequently interrupting the 
lawyers with questions. That he considered 
the points at issue vital was seen clearly. 


Points on Ordinance. 

The answers of the state to three conten- 
tions of Mr. Mayer that the Chicago building 
Ordinance was invalid because of indefi- 
nitenese, that the ordinance does not specify 
upon whom the duty of compliance with the 
provisions rests, and that the city has no 
power to legielate in fire limits beyond the 
demand: that no wooden buildings be erected 
within said limite were as follows: 

“The building ordinance is sufficiently 
definite within the meaning of the law. The 
term “large,” as used in the ordinance, is 
not a controlling word. It isthe use to which 
the building is put that controle it. 

“ Primarily the duty to carry out the pro- 
visions of the ordinance rests upon the owner, 
but upon proof that some one has control or 
management of the building that person is 
the owner in the meaning of the law. 

“Cities have in their inherent police power 
a right to make all regulations for the safety 
of the péople that bear equally upon all of a 
certain class.” 

The state further held, when a corporation 
or person other than a defendant was the 
actual owner the defendant might be held as 
accesaory on the theory that he waa present 
and encouraged the commission of the crime. 

Judge Kimbrough appeared especially de- 
girous of information upon this point, and 
United States Supreme court decisions were 


read in support.

Repetition of Contest Between Honore 
Palmer and Flietcher Dobyns Some

The list of aldermanic nominations was 
completed last evening when the republicans 
of the Twenty-first ward put up Francis W.

Mayor's Chief Campaigner to 


Make Ordinances Minor 
Matter in Speeches. 


DARROW WILL NOT COME. 


| Says He Cannot Leave Idaho Min- 


ers’ Trial Till Near Day 
of Election. 


James Hamilton Lewis, corporation coun- 
sel and Meyor Dunne'se chief campaign 
orator, made his pocition on the traction 
ordinances plainer yesterday. He did not 
say he would support the ordinances when 
he took the stump, but he did say he did 


hot consider them much of am issue, any- 
how, 


and he did not intend to make.them 
his main topic when he came to make 


. speeches. 


‘**I do not consider the ordinances the main 
issue.”’ sald the colonel. ‘‘1 shall appeal to 
the voters to reélect Mayor Dunne on other 
grounds than opposition to the ordinances. 


There are plenty of such grounds. 


“The way the ordinances stand now it fs 


postible for the voters to vote for or against 


them, as they please, independent of their 
choice for mayor. If a majority decides to 
ratify the ordinances, that will settle the 
traction question and it will be out of poli- 
tics. If at the same time Mayor Dunne is 
reGlected he will have no traction question 
to hother him during his next term, 

“As I look at it there is nothing te prevent 


'@ man who approves of the ordinances and 


at the same time Mayor Dunne’s administra- 
tion outside of his handling of the traction 
question from voiing for both him and the 
ordinances. 


Will Make Traction Secondary. 


** So in my speeches, while not ignoring the 
traction ordinances, I will make them a sec- 
ondary matter. I will urge the voters to vote 
for Dunne’s re#@lection on the ground that 
he has made an honest, capable, and patriotic 
gnayor. 

‘Tt is for the people to decide whether the 
traction ordinances are to be ratified as an 
independent proposition. If they vote for 
them they are law, and even if there are 
flaws in them that ends that controversy. 
Neither mayor or council will have anything 
more to do with them. The issue is, whom 
do the people want for mayor, irrespective of 
his ideas on the ordinances.”’ 

It was at once. told around the city hall 
that this’ represents Mayor Dunne’s own 
plan of campaign; that he intends to break 
away from his Independence leagué support 
and himself ignore the traction ordinances 
when he takes the stump. But the men who 
knew him best doubted it. They argued that 
however he might be persuaded it would be 
the wiser course to pursue, at the finish 
Deputy Assistant Mayor Margaret Haley 
and the rest of the kitchen cabinet would 
get hold of him, and he would switch, as he 
has done so often before. 


Darrow Refuses to Come. 

News came during the day that Clarence 
S. Darrow, now in the west defending the 
miners on trial for murder, had refused to 
come to Chicago to make speeches for Dunne. 
The invitation was sent to Mr. Darrow by 
George Schilling, his close friend, whose ap- 
pointment on the board of local improvements 
was secured from Mayor Harrison by Mr. 
Darrow. ‘The latter replied that his present 
work would keep him in the west until nearly 
the end of the campaign, and after that he 
intended to go to California to rest. 

Mr. Darrow and Mayor Dunne had a fall- 
ing out when the former resigned as special 
traction counsel. 

Lower Fare Talk Criticised. 

Aid. Werno, chairman of the committee on 
local transportation, took sharp issue with 
the suggestion of the mayor that if the trac- 
tion ordinances are defeated perhaps in some 
way 3 or 4 cent fares can be secured for Chi- 
cago. He denounced the plea ae insincere and 
intended simply to catch votes. 

After telling how, while the ordinances were 
béirig considered, the mayor never asked for 
cheaper fares and saying that with the .ong 
hauls in Chicago roads could not be operated 
for a less charge than 5 cents a passenger. 

Mayor Dunne announced that the Harrison 
letter was not so bad as it might be. He re- 
marked that he and Mr. Harrison had differed 
before, and then said complacently: 

‘*] note, however, that notwithstanding our 
differing views on the traction ordinances, 
Mr. Harrison says he will vote for me for 
mayor.”’ 

Mayor Dunne will open his tampaign this 
evening at the Jefferson club banquet. Heis 
to be the principal orator, and his speech is 
expected to: be the keynote of hiscampaign. 


Try to Discourage Movement. 

An, attempt to discourage the organized 
movement of the street car employés against 
Mayor Dunne was made through a state- 
ment, issued by a number of officials of the 
car men’s unions, that the ‘10,000 union 
street car employés of Chicago stand pledged 
to vote against the car ordinances.’’ The 
statement was signed by M. C. Buckley, J.

South Framingham, Mass.. March 8.—The re- 
sponsibility for the coilapse of the Amsden build- 
ing in this town on July 25, 1966, when twelve per- 
sone lost their lives. is placed by Judge Kingsbury 
of the first Southern Middlesex district court, before 
whom the inquest was held, upon the architect, the 
contractor, and the subcontractor. 
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H. Bargo Says Present Mayer Is Re- 
sponsible for More Damage to. the 
Cause of Organized Workers than 
Any Other One Mdn in Chicago— 
Traction Employes Said to Be Ten 
te One in Favor of Republican Can- 
didate and Ordinances. 


Mayor Dunne was ‘ deouneed as an enemy 
to organized labor laet night at an enthtisi- 
agtic meeting of union street car employés, 
organized to support the candidacy of Fred 
A. Busse, at North-Clark street and Shef- 
field avenue. H. Burgo, member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Street and Electric Raitway Em- 
ployés of America and delegate. to the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, denouliced the 
mayor as “responsible for mofe damage to 
the cause of. unionism ae any other one 
man im Chicago."’ 

In contrast to Dunne, Mr. Burgo told of a 
personal canvass of drivers employed by 
Mr. Buese whose unanimous verdict was 
thet “‘Mr. Busse is the biggest and best 
hearted mam they ever worked for and a 
firm friend of the unions.”’ 


Ten to One for Busse. 

The speéch of Mr. Burgo, filled with criti- 
cisms of the record of Mayor Dunne from 
the unfon standpoint, was applauded en- 
thusiastically. 

Mr. Burgo and others said investigation 
has showed that the street car men are ten 
to one in favor of Busse. At the Devon ave- 
nue barns, it Was said, this was found to be 
correct. At the Iimits barns only two out 
of 125 men confessed to being for Dunne. 

It has been learned that recently Dunne 
workers among street car men succeeded in 
obtaining a levy of 25 cents per capita, or 
$1,200, from the treasury of the north side 
street car men's union for the Dunne cam- 
paign fund. A spirited protest and a demand 
for reconsideration of this action will be 
made on Thursday, when‘the union meets at 
Schoenhofen hall on Milwaukee avenue, 

“Ne good union man should think for a 
minute of supporting Dunne,’ said Mr. 
Burgo in his speech. ‘ He should not vote 
for the man who disrupted the teamsters’ 
union by letting policemén ride on the wagons 
and deliver and chéck off goods. Mayor 
Dunne promised the union committee not to 
let the policemen ride, but they were on the 
wagons the next day. 


Lays Blame on Mayor. 

*“ Mayor Dunne's supporters are trying to 
soft soap etreet car men by preaching 
against the ordinances because they do not 
take the wages or hours of the men into con- 
sideration. Mayor Dunne himself is respon- 
sible for that, and I hope all union men will 
remember it when election comes around. 
Three engineers he appointed reported they 
didn’t see how the companies could afford 
to pay 33% cent an hour, the figure the 
men demand. At the present time, under 
union rules, ‘ trippers’ are getting 38% cents 
an hour, although the appointees of Mayor 
Dunne reported that the companies could not 
pay so much. 

‘* Busse is the best friend to union labor 
that we ean vote for. I take a canvass on 
the cars, and of all the men I’ve asked, many 


‘of them democrats, I've found only three for 


Dunne. The best prophecy of a man’s de- 
feat is when his own party goes back on him. 
As mayor he has been led around by a few 
bob tailed democrats and Margaret Haley. 


As judge, I understand, he won his reputa- 


tion through advice of the late Judge Tuley. 
Mayor Dunne is one of the worst and most 
bitter enemies to union labor in Chicago. 


Means Best of Service. 


“With the ordinances and Mr. Busse as 
mayor we will get decent rdadbeds so that 
we will not be jerked to pieces. We will have 
all vestibuled cars with cross seats, cen- 
ter aisles, and ‘schedules of from two to two 
and a half minutes instead of from seven to 
eight minutes, as the public, to its sorrow, 
knows."’ 

Mr. Burgo’s speech was warmly seconded 
by President Charles G. Dall of the street 
car men’s Busse organization, John Blten,; 
secretary; and 8S. A. Green, acting secretary. 
It is said the management of the Union Lead- 
er, the street car men’s paper, is to be “ called 
down ” for its support of Dunne in defiance of 
wishes of members of the ‘union. 


AGAIN M. 0. MEETS DEFEAT; 
WINNETKA SCORNS DOCTRINE 


Committee Ordered to Investigate ang 
Ascertain Best Method of Obtaining 
Gas Service. 


Winnetka gave its first expression of scorn 
for the doctrine of municipal ownership last 
night, when a “pepial bod meeting consid- 
ered the report of a committée investigating 
methods of obtaining gas service for the 
suburb. 

Resolutions for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three members of the village coun- 
cll, three citizens, and F. E. Herdman, com- 
missioner of public works, stated that their 
duty was to develop a plan for the installa- 
tion of a municipal plant. Their report 
showed that they construed the resolutions 
more broadly and had considered the pur- 
chase of gas from adjoining towns, and even 
the granting of a franchise to a private cor- 
poration. 

William Bross. Lloyd moved that the mat- 
ter be referred back to the committee 
with instructions to prepare an M. O. plan. 
Immediate objection was registered by Otto 
C. Butz, Ire C. Wood, C. C. Arnold, and 
others. An amendment that the committee 
be authorized to investigate the entire sub- 
ject and find the best and most speedy method 
of obtaining gas service was passed almost 
unanimously. 

The final and most accentuated expression 
of unconcernm toward the M. O. theory was 
given when Mr. Lloyd offered to read an 
‘“‘essay.’’ Several speakers insinuated that 
they did not care to hear about municipal 
ownership. Judge Thomas A. Windes pre- 
sided.

Congress to Pass Pooling Law. 

At the opening of the next congress it 
should surprise no one to find that President 
Roosevelt, whose name thus far has been 
associated with the most radical anti-rai]- 
road legislation, bravely pleading with con- 
gress for a measure of exact justice to the 
railroads themselves, with the further sug- 
gestion that the railroads should be permitted 
to dispose of their own earnings in their 
own way as the best possible guarantee 
against the giving of rebates and discrim- 
inations generally, On this subject in his 
last annual message President Roosevelt 
said: 

“ Often rafiroads would Mke to combine for 
the purpose of preventing of big shippers 
from maintaining improper advantages at the 
expense of small shippers and of the general 
public. Such a combination, instead of be- 
ing forbidden by law, should be favored. In 
other words, it should be permitted to the 
railroads to make agreements, provided these 
agreements be sanctioned by the interstate 
commerce commission and are published. 
With these two conditions complied with it 
is impossible to see what harm such @ com- 
bination could do the public at large. 

“ Ttfis a public evil to have on the statute 
books a law incapable of full enforcement 
because both judges and juries realize that 
its full enforcement would destroy the busi- 
ness of the country, for the result is to make 
decent railroad men violators of law against 
their will, and to put a premium on the be- 
havior of willful wrongdoers.”’ 

‘People who are worrying over the presi- 
dent’s policy for the future would 46 well to 
bear in mind these quotations from his pres- 
ent writings. They will find him almost cer- 
‘tainly at the opening of the next, congress 
“advocating the repeal of the pooling law as 
an. act .of. justice to the railroad, and the 
‘passage of a national corporation license law 
as a necessary safeguard for the people. 


COWARD, SAYS MAJ. PENROSE 
IN REFERRING TO M’DONALD. 


Army Officer on Trial at San Antonio 
Would Like to Suggest Few Ques- 
tions if Witness Is Called. 


' San-Antonio, Tex., March 8—[Special.]— 
Maj. Penrose, who is being tried by court- 
martial at Fort Sam Mouston as a sequel 
to the Brownsville raid, supposedly by negro 
soldiers, today created a decided sensation 
by referring to Capt. McDonald of the Texas 
Rangers as a “ contemptible coward.” 

Court had taken a recess, and Maj. Penrose 
availed himself of the opportunity to relieve 
his pent up wrath. He denounced the former 
Texas ranger captain in the most bitter 
terms, Maj. Penrose in the fervency of his 
deliverance showed he does not subscribe to 
Maj. Blockson’s estimate .of McDonald’s 
bravery. ~-Maj. Blockson soon after the 
Brownsville outrage gave it as his opinion 
“Capt. McDonald would charge hell with a 
bucket of water.’”’ Maj. Penrose angrily and 
cynically declared: 

“©. of course, all witnesses fer the defense 
are liars, and all those witnesses who came 
here from Brownsville told the truth, but 
there is one contemptible coward,I would like 
to have summoned as a witness before the 
same inquiry, and that is that fellow McDon- 
ald. I'd like to tip off to Senator Foraker a 
few questions to ask him.”’ 

As McDonald is known to be a manof rash 
temper, many persons expect trouble be- 
tween the two men. 


BUTTE PRINTGRS MAY GO BACK. 


Publishers Expected to Accept Arbi- 
tration Proposal Made by Men— 
End of Strike Near. 


Butte, Mont., March 8.—[Special.]—The 
locked out printers on the Standard, Miner, 
News, and Intermountain newspapers. to- 
night rejected a proposition to return to 
work, accepting a reduction of 50 cents a 
day. They made a counter proposition to 
return to work at the old scale and submit 
all controversies toarbitration. The publish- 
ers may accept that, though heretofore they 
have refused all overtures for arbitration. 
The prediction tonight is that the four daily 
papers will resume publication next week. 


ILLINOIS LOSES IN DEBATE. 


University Team Beaten by Ohio in 
Discussion as to Inheritance 
Tax.

Columbus, O., March 8.—By a unanimous 
decision of the judges Ohio state university 
tonight @efeated the University of ILMinois in 
the annual debate. IMinois took the negative 
of the question: 

“ Resolved, That the federal government 
should levy a progressive inheritance tax, its 
constitutionality being admitted.”’ 

The judges were Prof. T. C. Trueblood and 
Prof. T. A. Boyle of the University of Michi-

LESSON FOR FIREBRANDS. 


His $50,000 Amendment Left 
Without Single Republican 
Vote to Support It. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Springfield, Ill., March 8.—[Special.]—At 
the present moment the leading republican 
members of the house organization would 
like to have it understood that Representa- 
tive Charles Allen in his few remarks re- 
garding Gov. Deneen did not have their sup- 
port, directly or indirectly, openly or sub- 
rosa, or in any other fashion. 

The fact that Mr. Allen did not get into 
action until he had been “pegged on” in- 
duces republicans to disclaim any responst- 
bility for what he said, they thinking that 
appearances might have justified a belief 
t _ they founda quiet pleasure in the situa- 
tion. 

The relations of the house organization and 
Gov. Deneen are not of the best at present 
on matters of legislation. Mr. Deneen’s ideas 
are not the ideas of the organization, al- 
though the latter is disposed to help him 
carry outssome of his proposed legislation, it 


is disinclined to help with other proposi- 
tions. he fact that there is an apparent 
lack of harmony between the executive and 


legislative branches js an additional induce- 
ment for ‘the latter to avoid all appearance 
of connivance with Allen in his attack. 


Party Tosses Allen Overboard. 

Allen has lost all the influence which he 
may have hadinthelegisiature. Heis feared 
for his sharp tongue because he does not 
hesitate to say anything that enters his mind, 
utterly @isregarding all the demands of par- 
liamentary behavior. The average legislative 
orator hesitates to join battle with him, the 
average legislator recognizing that he is re- 
stricted by some notions of parliamentary 
conventions in debate while Mr. Allen is 
hampered by none. 

The house organization made it plain that 
Allen was to be tossed overboard after he 
had made the attack. When the roll call to 
table his amendment to the appropriation bill 
reducing it to $50,000 from $100,000 was had 
there remained one republican, Stevenson of 
Randolph county, standing with Allen. Four 
others who had voted with him had changed 
their votes and word was sent to Stevehson 
to switch and leave Allen “ alone with the 
democrats.” 

Stevenson obeyed the request and switched, 
enabling the organization to show that not 
one republican vote backed Allen up in‘his 
attack on the governor. 


New Bank Control Scheme. 

At the session of the house today a num-~- 
ber of bills were introduced, the most inter- 
esting being one by Representative Mc- 
Goorty to provide for the establishment of 
a state banking department which shall have 
charge of the inforcement of all laws affect- 
ing banking institutions. 

It provides that there shall be created the 
office of a superintendent of banking, to be 
filled by the governor, to hold office for five 
years at a salary of $5,000; a bank examiner 
at a salary of $6,000, and as many assistant 
bank examiners as may be required at a sal- 
ary of $3,600 each. 

The superintendent of banking is to have 
the powers of examination and control now 


have an examination of every banking insti- 
tution in the state made once every year. He 
is given power to take summary possession 
of any bank which he may consider to be 
in an insolvent condition, pending his appli- 
cation for the appointment of a receiver, 
The measure also provides regulations for 
banks, requiring that three-fourths of the 
directors must be residents of the state and 
must hold at least ten shares of bank stock. 


Would Bar Wildcat Banks. 

The superintendent is given power by the 
bill to withhold a charter from any bank 
when he is not satisfied with the personal 
character and standing of the officérs or 
directors of the proposed institution. 

The total lHabilities of a bank are Hmited 
to 30 per cent of the amount of capital paid 
in, undivided profits not to be construed as 
part of the surplus, and the bill would make 
it unlawful for banks to loan funds to offi- 
cers or employés unless such a loan is ap 
proved by the board of directocrs.

JY, STEGER FACES SULP 


Piano Manefacturers Accused of Se- 
curing Estate of A. C. Mueller, Whe 
Died in Asylam Near Chicago— 
Petition Filed by Edgar A. Muell. 
er, a Brother, Demands Return of 
Large Block of Steck in Nebraska 
Manufacturing Company. 


Council Bluffs, Ia.. March &—[Special. }]— 
Charging that John V. Steger, the Chicago 
piano manufacturer, conspired with William 
H. Schmoller, a piano dealer of Omaha, to 
declare the late Arthur C. Mueller insane and 
obtain possession of his large estate, Edgar 
A. Mueller, brother of the deceased, today 
filed suit in the District court here. 

The petition alleges the transfer of A. C, 
Muetier’s property to Schmoller and Steger 
was obtained by fraud, and asks that the 
transfer be set aside. Schmoller and Arthur 
C. Mueller held equa) shares in the Schmolier 
& Mueller piano manufacturing company of 
Omaha. It is charged that at various times 
during the Mfetime of Arthur C. Mueller, 
while he was, as alleged in the petition, in- 
sane, he had been induced to transfer stock to 
SchmoWer and Steger, and that they had 
them transferred the stock to others. 


Papers Served on Steger? 

In January, 1904, it is alleged, they secured 
from Mueller shares of stock worth $100,000 
for $18,000, and the next day took him to 
Chicago, where he was placed in an insane 
asylum, where he died. 

Suit was brought here, instead of in Omaha, 
because service could not be hag there on 
John V. Steger, one of the defendants.

It is contended that 
the will filed in Chicago was made under 
duress, while the deceased was an inmate of 
a hospital near Chicago and in no fit condl- 
tion to make a will.

TIES UP 200 PASSENGERS. | 


Much Wrath Is Stirred and Steps 
Will Be Taken to Test Valid- 
ity of Statute. 


Houston, Tex., March 8.—([{Spectal.}—The 
California flyer No. 7 on the Southern Pacific 
road was prevented by the state authorities 
from continuing its journey westward at 11

If the city has any right to 
start condemnation proceedings it is given 
by the Mueller law, whose validity has 
not been determined. If the Supreme 
court should say thet the law is fatally 
defective the condemnation project would 
go up in smoke... 

All things considered, it is cheeky of 
Mayor Dunne to assure the voters who 
are after good street car service that the 
traction ordinances will not do, and that 
they must resort to the method of con- 
demnation proceedings, which he dropped 
as soon as he was elected. If he were to 
be reélected there would be no certainty 
that he would not drop it again. He has 
not made a reputation for living up to his 
promises.

Still, it ts possible that if Mayor Dunne 
were to be re@lected and the traction ordi- 
nances defeated, he would be more loyal 
toa the condemnation proceedings policy 
than he has been in the past.

The Nebraska railroads have re- | 
taliated by abolishing all classes of’ re- 
duced fares. There has been some travel 


There have been reduced rates for excur- 
sions, conventions, fairs, clergymen, home- | 
seekers, and theatrical people,. There 
have been some commutation rates. All 
have been abolished. So the 2 cent law 
is not an unalloyed blessing. Some peo- 
ple will occasionally pay more for their 
transportation than they have been in’ the 
habit of paying and they will grumble. 
But for the majority the rates will be 
reduced. 

If the railroads had believed that they 
could convince a court that a 2 cent fare 
Was unreasonably low they would pre- 
sumably have gone to law over it. Their 
action seems to Indicate that they had 
some doubts on that point, and deemed it 
wiser to accept that rate and make a) 
the money they could under it. It is 
possible that the same policy may be 
adopted in other states which have re- 
cently enacted 2 cent fare laws. , 

Doubtless the people of Nebraska taken 
collectively will not pay so much for 
transportation under the new system as 
under the old one. The same may be said 
of lowa and Missouri if the railroads 
shall pursue the policy there that they 
have adopted in Nebraska. But the ex- 
cursionists and the commuters will be apt 
to resent bitterly the action of the roads. 
The policy of retaliation which has been 
adopted in Nebraska is not a prudent 
policy. It would have been wiser for the 
roads to make an elaborate explanation 
of the reasons why. they could not work 
under a 2 cent fare law and give the old 
reduced rates instead of summarily cut- 
ting off those rates. 

Mr. Harriman, the president of the 
greatest Nebraska road—the Union Pa- 
cific—is talking now of the desirability of 
a better understanding between the rail- 
roads and the people. Such an under- 
standing is eminently desirable, but the 
Nebraska roads are not acting in a way 
calculated to establish It. 


POLICE CIVILITY AND EFFICIENCY. 

The courtesy and good manners of Lon- 
don policemen have been always com- 
mented on favorably by visiting Amer- 
icans, but it appears that they need con- 
stant warnings to keep them up to the 
mark. Sir Charles Howard Vincent, in 
the latest edition of his police code, gives 
a few potential suggestions to the police- 
men of the metropolis,, reminding them 
that it is not their business to gossip with 
women on the streets or in matters: in- 
volving a dispute to refuse to listen to 
other persons’ opinions. And he tells 
them that they must avoid protracted 
argument, and that “a few civil words 
such as ‘I am sorry to trouble you, 
but—’ will often facilitate a policeman’s 
disagreeable task.” 

This ‘is taking sensibly and seriously 
Admiral Porter’s famous contention in 
“ Pinafore” with reference to “the ex- 
pression ‘if you please.’” For while the 
entire British nation may roar with 
langhter over the Pinafore regulations for 
the gallaxt British tar, there wid be little 
dispute as to the reasonable extent to 


| accordingly. Perhaps it is simple justice 


which a policeman may or should carry 
his politeness. And it would be a decided 
change for the better if the swaggering 
Chicago policeman, clothed with a little 
brief authority, could be instructed as to 
the pertinent wisdom of Sir Charles’ sug- 
gestions and could learn to deport himself 


to admit that police manners have meas- 
sabi improved with advancing years, 
but they have not reached that stage of 
perfection which transcends criticism. 

It is mot necessary that a policeman | 
should be sincere when he says “I am 
sorry to trouble you, but—”; he need not 


mean it if he is not so disposed. But a 
command with a measure of politeness 
will often accomplish more than an in- 
j solent tone, a sw Manner, and a

to “ move on” or “ get away from there,” 
though he would move quickly enough 
and without argument if politely but 
firmly instructed sp to do. This is one 
ofthe occasions where surface politeness 
can accomplish much and speedily. There 
are some officers in the police service 
who have learned the lesson of the prac- 
tical value of good manners and atten- 
tion to duty, but it Is not to be denied 
that the average policeman in Ohicago 
needs forcible instruction in the ele 
mentary requirements of his business. 

So it would be an excellent thing for 
the service if copies of Sir Charles’ sug- 
gestions and regulations were obtained 
for inspection and study at central head- 
quarters. A distinguished London po- 
lice official has said that the most efii- 
clent members of the Lonfon force have 
been those men who learned early in their 
careers that good temper, civility, discre- 
tion, and firmness without brutality are 
essential characteristics for a policeman. 
This is a lesson that might be profitably 
studied in American cities. 


SOUVENIR POSTAL CARDS, . 

The widespread interest in the souvenit 
postal card. industry is illustrated every 
day by observation of the crowd to be 
seen in froht of every window where such 
things are exhibited or in the stores at the 
postal card counters. It is evident that 
millions are being printed, and the pre- 
sumption is that millions are being sold. 
Dvery summer resort or place of scenic 
or historic interest has its spectal cards, 
Many hotels farnish a menu card which 
has a perforated card attached. Restau- 
rants and other places of business give 
them out as advertisements, and thon- 
sands of people collect them as others do 
postage stamps or coins. 

It has been found necessary to make 
a number of special regulations. There 
has to be some supervigion so that im- 
properly suggestive cards may not be 
mailed. The postal authorities have re- 
cently issued an order limiting the size of 
the ecards, prohibiting the use of those 
which are folded, and particularly con- 
demning those which are covered with 
bits of glass or mica, from which carriers 
in several cities have received wounds 
which shave threatened blood poisoning. 

It would be interesting to know how 
the revenues of the post» Mce and the vol- 
ume of the mail have been Increased by the 
development of the souvenir postal card 
business. There is little doubt that large 
figures would be needed. It is quite like 
ly, too, that the decision of the postoffice 
department to issue stamp books contain 
ing twenty-four 1 cent stamps, 
retail for a quarter, is connected with the 
increased demand for stamps ofthis de- 
nomination for use on the postal cards. 
How long the fad may last is uncertain 
but the chances are that it will be popu- 
lar for a long time, notably In cennection

It broke the heart of the child’s mother, 
and she died firmly convinced that her boy 
would be lost to her in the great hereafter. 
It involved Prince Ferdinand tn the most 
unpleasant legal proceedings with his fa- 
ther-in-law, to whom he had given «@ most 
sacred pledge that, his children should be 
brought up in the Catholic church. It bed 
to his excommunication by the late pope, and 
to Emperor Francis Joseph closing his doors 
againet him.

Near twelve years have elapsed since then. 
The little cmewn prince brought up as a mem- 
ber of the orthodox church has not only 
entered upon his teens, but also is approach- 
Ing his majority. For he will attain the lat- 
ter two years hence. It may be remembered 
that the king of Spain terminated his minor- 
ity and assumed the reins of government 
at the age of 16. The minority of his grand- 
mother, Queen Isabella II., ended when she 
was a little over 14, and the ill fated Alex- 
ander, king of Servia, was barely 16 years 
of age whem he engineered that extraordi- 
nary coup d’état at Belgrade which put the 
regente out of business and enabled him te 
grasp the reins of power. 

The fact of the matter is that owing to 
the species of forcing-house system of edvu- 
cation to which youthful scions of royalty 
are subjected, they acquire an altogether ex- 
ceptional degree of precocity, intellectually 
as well ae physically. It is owing to this 
that King Alfonso has steered so wonder- 
fully clear of any serious mistakes during 
the five years which have elapsed since he 
attained his majority, at the age of 16, and 
has been fulfilling the active duties of execu- 
tive of the Spanish government, and it is 
also thanks to this that young Crown Prince 
Boris of Bulgaria will be regarded ag hav- 
ing attained the years of discretion a cov 
ple of yeare hence, and qualified as such to 
act as regent of Bulgaria during his father’s 
absence or iliness, and to assume the scepter 
without any aasistance, in the event of his 
father’s death.

Im northern countries, as for Instance in 
Prussia, Great Britain, Belgtum, and Scan- 
dinavia, princes of the blood do not attain 
their majority till their elghteenth year, and 
young Prince Edward of Wales, who is but 
a few months younger tham the Bulgarian 
crown prince, instead of having a costly pal- 
ace built for him by the nation and preparing 
to set up a household of his own, fe just 
getting ready to go to school, and within the 
last fortnight has successfully passed the 
examination qualifying him to enter after 
Easter as a student of the Royal Naval col- 
lege at Osborne, where he will be subse- 
quently joined by his younger brother, Al- 
bert. 

I may mention, by the bye, that the prince 
of Wales has intrusted a well known London 
firm of real estate agents with the task of 
securing for him the lease of some big coun- 
try place in the midland counties, finding | 
that York cottage at Sandringham, in spite 
of ite extensions, ts altogether too small 
for the accommodation of his growing fam- 
fly and of his large household. It is so 
small, indeed, that he can never have any 
guests there and finds it even difficult to 
house his own establishment. Several places 
in Bucks, Berks, and. Herts are under con- 
sideration, the prince stipulating that there 
should be good fishing and shooting, and 
also that the place should be within easy 
reach of town, 

> 

That monarchs in ancient times possessed 
the right of dispeering as well as creating 
peers of the realm on several occasions has 
been mentioned in these letters, and the queg- 
tion naturally arises as to why King Ed- 
ward. shoul@ be unable to aval! himself of 
this prerogative in connection with the pro- 
fected reformation of the British house of 
lords. I have related how King Edward IV. 
dispeered a duke of Bedford and reduced him 
to the rank of a simple “ esquire” for no 
other reason than that he did not possess 
sufficient means to maintain with befitting 
splendor the dignity of a duke, and this being 
the case it naturally must seem strange that 
Edward VII. could not use similar means 
to rid the upper house of the national legis- 
lature of those personally objectionable mem- 
bers whose presence in the gilded chamber 
constitutes the chief ground of the popular 
demand for its reformation. 

The fact of the matter is, however, that 
the crown has been edvised that, although 
it undoubtedly enjoys the theoretical right 
of taking away again from the recipient 
a nobiliary honor which it has conferred, 
yet the dispeerment would constitute such 
a stigma of shame upon the object of the 
measure that he would have cause for de- 
mand for redress. The sovereign may con- 
fer a title upon .whemsoever he sees fit, but 
the withdrawal of that title constitutes so 
serious a damage to the fair name of the 
individual concerned and_of his family that 
the crown or the responsible minister would 
be exposed to all sorts of unpleasant conse- 
quences. 

It is owing to this that English monarchs 
have even refrained from dispeering peers, 
even when the latter have rendered them- 
selves guilty of felony, such as forgery and 
murder, a case of the latter being that Earl 
Ferrers, who was hanged with a silken rope. 
In fact the only means by which a peerage 
is ever forfeited nowadays is by a parlia- 
mentary act of attainder, only asked Yor by 
the crown in cases of high treason and un- 
used since the time of the Iast Jacobite re- 
belliom In certain continental countries of 
Europe ordinary felony entails forfeiture of 


nobility.

Interest centered in the performance of the 
Brahms — oo Rudolph Ganga and the 
orchestra, for the great work is perhaps the 
most difficult musically that piano concerto 
literature contains, and the planiate who dt- 
tempt ite ee ener few, and ite satie- 


undertakes to play it must approach it in the 
spirit of a lover of the composition itself, 
must work for ends purely musical and ar- 
tistio rather than personal, and must be 
‘ready to give his all and his ablest to the 
task In hand. In addition to this he must 
need be even more thoroughly master of the 
mechanics of piano playing than is the vir- 
tuoso who performs with bravour the most 
brilliant of the “ grateful” éoncertos. He 
must have at his command the full range of 
tonal colorings, and he must be tally a 
musician of highest and most geri order, 
All this is demanded by the Brahms D-minar 
Concerto, and therefore it ie that the great 
work comes but rarely to public performance, 
end even on the rare occasions when it ia 
played is so apt to prove unsatisfactory. 

Yesterday a performance about as near 
idea] as-could be wished was proffered. That 
Mr. Stock greatly admires Brahms as com- 
poser, the last two years have shown, and 
they also have demonstrated his exception- 
al powers as interpreter of’ the jeminent 
master’s music. He clearly had entered with 
even more than customary enthusiasm into 
the preparation of the orchestra] part of 
the concerto, and the result was a present- 
ment of thia important part of the notable 
work which not only technically but in the 
point of tonal] beauty and interpretative 
spirit was superb. 

Mr. Ganz in the list recital gave e glimpse 
of what he was capable as a Brahms in- 
terpreter by a marvelously beautiful per- 
formance of two of the piano works. Yes- 
terday he showed that the spirit he revealed 
in those smaller compositions was big 
enough, fine enough, and sincere enough to 
enable him to compass this greatest of the 
same master’s creations for piano. He 
played the piano part of the concerto as 
faultlessly from a technical standpoint, and 
as beautifully as regards both tone and in- 
terpretative spirit ag Mr. Stock and his men 
gave the orchestral part. It was a per- 
formance which had just the right degree 
of bigness and strong virility. It was never 
brutal or rough, but it always was masculine 
and large in outline. Details were faultless 
and exquisite in their clarity perfection and 
beauty, but the broad, big line never was 
lost sight of for a moment.

There is lyricism in Brahms, even when he 
is most severe and most introspective, and 
this lyricism both Mr. Stock and Mr. Ganz 
kept prominently to the fore. The result 
was abundant beauty and color and the 
auditor who came fearing the length and 
} seriousness of the concerto found his inter- 
est kept constantly keen and his senses 
_charmed and delighted. The first movement 
became tellingly brilliant when given with 
such surety and masterful. spirit, and the 
rondo was of splendid bravour and vigor. 

The second movement is so intimate in 
character and mood that it fails to reach the 
average hearer no matter how faultlessly it 
be played and interpreted. Yesterday it was 
done with a tonal loveliness, a sincerity of 
feeling, and an effacement of the pianist’s 
own individuality which made, the perform- 
ance truly notable to those who understand 
and who know the character of the composi- 
tion and realize what it represents. The 
audience was deeply impressed by the entire 
concerto, for there was about its presentment 
that air of authority that positiveness and 
that beauty which spring only from the sin- 
cerity of purpose and absolute artistic in- 
tegrity, combined with supreme mastery of 
all purely technical elements in a perform- 
ance. The right pianist, the right leader, 
and the right orchestra were brought to- 
gether for this giving of the Brahms Con- 
certo. The result was indeed memorable. 

> 

In the Beethoven “ Pastoral” Mr. Stock 
again showed his fine sense for the poetical, 
the romantic, and the pictorial in musige, It 
was evident that he and his men had worked 
out every detail with greatest care, and with 
something higher than a mere devotion to 
duty. The outcome was a nice proportion- 
ment, a clarity in phrase, a finesse in nuance, 
and a sensuous beauty in tonal mass, which 
made listening a joy. And yet with all this 
attention to detail there was nothing of the 
finicky or the fussy about the reading. Bee- 
thoven, the master singer, was given his full 
value through having the wide sweeping 


bigness in the reading, just as there was in 
the Brahms. 

The first movement wag as filled with sun- 
niness and the sheer joy of outdoor existing 
as on a springtime day are the Austrian fields 
which gave Beethoven the inspiration for 
the music. And the second movement had 
about it the human soul contentment and the 
wild bird eestacy which still are to be found 
beside the brook out in the Beethoven park 
near Vienna. The art loving Viennese have 
safeguarded and preserved inviolate the lit- 
tle stream beside which the master dreamed 
when he first conceived this movement, and 
the music admirer visiting the little park 
along its barks finds conditions which make 
clear to him those which existed when 
Beethoven himself wandered there.

HERE are those who consider Jane Ad- 
dams the greatest citizen of our great 
city—one of the new time patriots, with 
international standards, and light bear- 

ing rather than arms bearing powers. There 
are othera—andé these latter are authorita- 
tive in utterance, high in place, prosperous, 
ané important—who look upon her as @ sub- 
verter of public order, @ disarranger, and a 
menace to so much of the world ae she is 
able to influence, P 

Both her opponents and friends will have 
profit in reading her recently published book, 
“ NEWER IDHALS OF PEACE ” (the Mac- 
millan company), for in it she has set down 
with her customary frankness and lucidity 
her ripest opinions concerning the weak and 
the strong places in the social amalgam. 1 
suppose her detractors will find here fuel in 
plenty for their arguments, and I know her 
friends will rejoice in the catholicity of feel- 
ing, the extraordinary and beautiful toler- 
ance and patienee of her spirit, and the essen- 
tial modernity of her mind. 

I think I have said before that there were 
many pointe of resemblance between St. 
Catherine of Siena ané Jane Addams of Chi- 
cago, and in no respect does Miss Addams 
more remind one of her medieval prototype 
of civic enthusiasms than in her ability to 
perceive the psychology of the present. Her 
discourse has to Go with the immediate time. 
When she concerns herself with yesterday 
it ie that she may understand today, As for 
tomorrow, she has confidence in it, but she 
has never made a specialty of prophecy. She 
‘hes never pretended to see visiohs; even 
when an epic idea comes to her, as It does at 
the conclusion of “ Newer Ideals of Peace,” 
ghe apologizes for it by saying that she 
knows it is absurd. But, then, so is the 
Apocalypse. 80 ts almost everything mag- 
nificent: Whenever you get out of the com- 
monplace you are absurd. 


Miss Addams, in the conclusion for which 
she apologizes, is almost as absurd as an 
archangel with a flaming sword of truth 
would be on ‘change, for example; or @s 
Tolstoy would be at an afternoon tea. Bhe 
is even as absurd as the Prophet Isaiah, who 
also iad a vision of the people breaking their 
swords into plowehares and their spears into 
pruning hooks; of the great who humbled 
themeelves and the low who bowed them- 
selves down; of those who cast down their 
idols of silver and of gold “for fear of the 
Lord and the glory of his majesty.” 

It is not, however, the old “* dovelike ideals 
of peace’ with which Miss Addams concerns 
herself, but those new, dynamic ideals of 
peace, “embodying the later humanism.” 
She takes cognizance of the alert interest o 
the times in all forms of solidarity, that 
sion for érganization and unity of effort 
which has become so strong a factor in con- 
temporary life, and she looks to that to 
render feasible the hopes of the peace advo- 
cates. She says: “ That ‘ ancient kindliness 
that sat beside the cradle of the race,’ and 
which is ever ready to assert itself against 
ambition and greed, and the desire for 
achievement, is manifesting itself now with 
unusual force, and for the first time presente 
international aspects.” And she speaks in 
the same connection of “‘ the cosmopolitan 
interest in human affairs, with the resultant 
social sympathy that at the present moment 
is developing among all the nations of the 
earth.”

In a minute a colored cop rushed in 
and arrested Frank, who was flabbergasted, 
His ideas of Texhs evidently had been gained 
from pioneer stories when a man in San An- 
tonio who did not carry a gun would have 
been taken for a tenderfoot, or a-lunatic. 


Owen Must Stand Trial. 

Immediate efforts begun by Comiskey and 
others to secure Owens’ release were un- 
availing until this morning when the chief of 
police finally consented to Jet the. pitcher out 
on bail furnished by President Block of the 
San “Antonfo club under promise that Owen 
would be on hand at the hearing, which ts set 
for March 20, the date the Sox play in that 
city.

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| NEW YORK CENTRAL LINES 
CUT EXCESS BAGGAGE RATE. 


Commercial Travelers Reduced Tariff 
Based on Fare Payment... 


The New York: Central lines have issued 
& tariff reducing the present excess bag- 
Sage rates nearly one-half. Special permis- 
sion was granted by the interstate commerce 
commission, which ellowed the reduction to 
become effective at once. The present rates, 
“Which went into effect. Jan. 1, are 300 per 
cent higher than the 6éid rates in some in- 
stances, and were made on the ground of 
recent legislation preventing the railroads 
from giving commercial travelers better rates 
than Was granted other classes of travel. 

Under the new schedules the commercial! 
men must pay excess charges from point to 
point, but the rates have been so reduced that 
it amounts Practically to the same as previ- 
ous to the present year. The minimum 
charge between two Points is 25 cents, and 
when the fare is more than $12 the excess 
baggage charge will be 12 per cent of the 
first class limited passenger rate. 

The attorneys for many of the western 
railroads are busily preparing for the storm 
that has been brewing in the department 
of justice at Washington forsomeatime. The 
laws of the United States prohibit the rail- 
roads from keeping cattle in cars for a 
longer pertod than twenty-eight hours, at 
the end of which time they must be givefi 
exercise, water, and food. Recently the de- 
partment of agriculture took up the matter 
and found the western roads regarded the 
law as a dead letter and numerous com- 
plaints were filed. One road will have to 
answer for seventy-two violations. The 
maximum fine in each case is $500. 

The Western Passenger association con- 
cluded its docket yesterday, but the mat- 
ter of through rates to the west through 
Nebraska will be taken up at the next meet- 
ing. The Nebraska lines are busy working 
on state tariffs, as they find in many in- 
stances the short lines between principal 
cities are getting all the business. 

It is said the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific railroads have agreed to build jointly 
the much talked of yards on the water front 
at Superior, Wis., for facilitating the han- 
dling of coal trade.

ADMITS $173,000 ROBBERY STILL 
. PUZZLES SECRET SERVICE. — 


Chief Returns to Washington, Say- 
ing Local Men Will Continue In- 
vestigation—Teller Fitzgerald, im 
Rele of Detective, Joins in Work 
of Unraveling Mystery — Bolden- 
week Without Advice as to Gov- 
ernment’s Plans Concerning Office. 


John E. Wilkie, chief of the secret service 
of the United States, left yesterday forenoon 
for Washington without having solved the 
mystery of the disappearance of $173,000 
from the subtreasury of Chicago.
